WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 
Spending clique has worked up a 
new one which will break into 
print (but cautiously) shortly. 
It is the ideal of all spending 
ideals, an invisible spending pro­ 
gram. 
In short, it’s so good, it’s 
impossible. 
Instead of having congress au­ 
thorize, say, $500,000,000 for mu­ 
nicipal sewers, 
bridges, 
school- 
w houses, roads, etc., the new idea is 
to ask congress to appropriate 
just enough money to pay the in­ 
terest on this amount. 
At 5 per 
cent, the interest would be $25,- 
000,000, a most infinitesimal par­ 
ticle of money as the term is used 
nowadays. 
No official effort will be made 
to improve the visibility of the 
public about the scheme, but with 
half an eye you will see this must 
be an annual appropriation for the 
duration of the debt. If the debt 
m extends 20 years, the federal cost 
would be $500,000,000, in driblets 
of $25.000,000 per year. . 
This assumes the municipality 
will pay in 2 years. If the loan is 
renewed then as is to be expected 
the government m ight continue to 
pay until Gabriel trum pets the 
end of all debts—and all foolish­ 
ness. 
You will be astonished a t the 
eminence of administration finan­ 
cial officials (not in the treasury) 
who will broach this program for 
% enactm ent a t this session of con­ 
gress—unless someone stops them.

With fire hazards increased be­ 
cause of the light seasonal rain­ 
fall, motorists are urged by the 
Automobile

California to observe the “ no 
.smoking” rule in posted area.s 
and to obey the provision of the 
Vehicle Code wiiich prohibits the 
throwing of lighted matches or 
tobacco from a vehicle outside a 
business or residential district. 
Forest fires can be kept at a 
minimum if campers and motor­ 
ists will abide by regulations of 
the United States Forest Ser­ 
vice. 
Campfire permits must be 
secured before building any fire 
on National Forest land. 
This 
applies to fires in stoves burn­ 
ing wood, kerosene, or gasoline 
and also to stoves in trailers. 
Permits may be obtained with­ 
out charge at all district offices 
of the Automobile Club upon 
the signed agreement to abide 
by the required rules. 
All parties camping in Nation­ 
al Forests must carry a shovel 
and axe of sf^cified size suitable 
for fire fighting purposes. Shov­ 
els must be not less than 26 
inches long with a head weigh­ 
ing two pounds or more. 
The seriousness of the fire 
hazard this year is evidenced by 
the fact that the Forest Service 
has closed several areas in South­ 
ern California to public use for 
the duration of the dry season.

Recently the annual meetings of the American 
Newspaper Pub lishers Association and the Ameri­ 
can Society of Newspaper Editors were held. 
A survey of the opinions of press leaders present 
show an almost unanimous opposition to discrim­ 
inatory and punitive taxation or legislation against 
any legitimate b usiness.; 
Other press organizations, state and national, 
and representing b oth large and small newspapers, 
have gone formally on record with similar views. 
The ty pical American newspaperman b elieves in 
fair play . He b elieves in progress. He knows what 
unhampered competitive b usiness means to his 
town, state and nation. And he knows the danger­ 
ous folly of any law or any tax designed to penal­ 
ise or destroy any honest b usiness. 


The Search For Security 


MORAL REARMAMENT 
In this issue, under the head of The Nation’s 
Press, we are running articles over the signatures 
of prominent English statesmen, educators, leg­ 
islators and memb ers of Parliament. The articles 
are a part of what is known as a Moral Rearma­ 
ment Movement, sponsored originally b y Frank 
Nathan Daniel Buchman, known, in the colleges 
as “Old Moral Uplift.” 
An article in the June Mercury points out that 
this Moral Uplift Movement sponsored b y the Ox­ 
ford Group has had great influence with the Eng­ 
lish statesmen. The article even contends that this 
moral rearmament movement is “one of the im­ 
pulses that impelled Mr. Chamb erlain to Munich. 
“The manifestoes of the MP’s, made pub lic at 
the b eginning of the Czechoslovak crisis, announced 
their conversion to the principles of the ‘crusade 
for Moral Rearmament which appears to b e spread­ 
ing rapidly .’ It all happened ‘at a recent dinner at 
the House of Commons in honor of the founder 
of the Oxford Group and attended b y memb ers of 
b oth Houses of Parliament.’ A week later came 
the manifesto of Earl Baldwin and the other b ar­ 
ons, asserting that ‘the real need of the day is 
Moral and Spiritual Rearmament* ” 
By the signatures attached to these letters to 
the Editor, pub lished in the London papers, one 
can get an idea of the importance of the move­ 
ment. 


THIRD ANNUAL HORSE SHOW 
The future of the Orange County Horseshow 
seems assured with announcement b y Edward Hall, 
manager, that $6000 would b e availab le for prem­ 
iums and prizes from the state's fair and exposi­ 
tion fund. 
However, many persons are under the b elief that 
the $6000 can b e. used to defray expenses of the 
show. According to the contract entered into b e­ 
tween the county and the state the money can b e 
used only for premiums and prizes the first y ear. 
Therefore the money cannot b e used b y the Santa 
Ana Assistance League, sponsors of the show, for 
charitab le purposes or for endowing b eds in the 
hospital. Only the net proceeds from the sale of 
tickets will b e used for this purpose. 
The Orange County Horse Show started from 
scratch two y ears ago and has developed into one 
of the outstanding local events of the y ear. This 
was due only to the efforts of the Assistance 
League memb ers and those outsiders who inter­ 
ested themselves in the project. That it has grown 
to its present proportions is a glowing trib ute to 
the League. Had the League fallen down on its job 
during the last two y ears there is grave doub t 
that the state would have allocated funds for 
premiums and prizes this y ear. 
The Orange County Horse Show in the future 
will b e b roadened to take on some proportions of a 
county fair. At least that is the plan now b eing 
developed b y the Assistance League. W ith financial 
aid from the state b eing assured permanent b uild­ 
ings can b e erected and a permanent site chosen 
for future shows. 
Instead of criticism of the League the people of 
Santa Ana should give unstinted support to the

horse show and the motive b ehind it.

KNOWLEDGE OF GOD 
NOW NEEDED 


Inasmuch as there is such confusion and there 
is a very definite cause for this confusion, an ex 
planation of a starting point, b y which to guide 
ourselves out of this confusion, should now b e of 
interest. And if we are to again proceed in the line 
in which God intended us to proceed, it will b e 
necessary for us to recognize the anchor, or the 
starting point With this in mind, I want to quote 
from one of the greatest b ooks I have ever read, 
The b ook is an old one and known as “Christianity 
as Old as the Creation, or the Gospel and Re 
pub lication of the Religion of Nature,” b y Mathew 
Tindal. It seems to me that Tindal expresses what 
God is as rationally as any one I have read. I 
quote: 
“If there were not some propositions which need 
not to b e prov'd, it would b e in vain for Men to 
argue with one another, b ecause they then could 
b ring no proofs b ut what needed to b e prov’d.— 
Those propositions which need no proof, we call self 
evident; b ecause b y comparing the ideas signify ’d 
b y the term s of such propositions, we immediately 
discern their agreement, or disagreement; This 
is, as I said b efore, w hat we call intuitive knowl­ 
edge, & is the knowledge of God himself, who sees 
all things b y intuition; and may , I think, b e 
call’d divine inspiration, as b eing immediately 
from God, and not acquir’d b y any human deduc­ 
tion, or drawing of consequences. This, certainly , 
is that divine, that uniform light, which shines 
in the minds of all men, and enab les them to 
discern whatever they do discern; since without it 
there could b e no Demonstration, no Knowledge, 
b ut invincib le ob scurity , & universal uncertainty . 
“Where a proposition can’t b e made evident, b y 
comparing the two ideas, or terms of it with each 
other, it is render’d so b y intermediate ideas or 
terms, whereb y the agreement, or disagreement of 
the ideas under examination, or the truth of that 
proposition is perceiv’d; and when there is an in­ 
tuitive perception of the agreement or disagree­ 
ment of the intermediate ideas in each step of the 
progression, then, and not till then, it b ecomes 
demonstrative knowledge; otherwise it can rise no 
higher than prob ab ility , which consists not in a 
certain, b ut a likely connexion b etween the terms 
of a proposition, & the intermediate proofs of it: 
So that every proposition that’s only prob ab le, 
must have a proportionab le degree of uncertainty , 
otherwise it would amount to demonstration; & 
consequently , Prob ab ility , as well as Certainty , is 
founded on the relation it has to self-evident 
truths; b ecause where no relation to them of any 
sort can b e discover’d, there is no room for Cer 
tainty , or Prob ab ility . 
“Hence we see that all wrong reasoning is the 
effect of rashness, and consists either in taking 
propositions to have a certain connexion with 
self-evident truths, when they have b ut a prob ­ 
ab le one, or imagining there’s a prob ab le connex. 
ion, when there’s no connexion at all, or else mis 
taking the degrees of prob ab ility .” 
Would that every Christian could read this 
b ook! It is hard to conceive how any man could 
read this b ook and not b elieve in the philosophy 
that Jesus Christ taught. It is b ecause we have so 
far digressed from the real, true teachings of Jesus 
Christ in our organized religion that many true 
Christians are classified as not b eing Christians 
b ecause they cannot acquiesce in what is popularly 
called Christianity .

Family Doctor

Modern science applies all sorts 
of new technics for determining 
the functions of the tissues with­ 
in the human b ody . Just as soon 
as any new technic is discovered 
for measurement of motion or the 
passing of electric current, at­ 
tempts are made 
to use that 
method for the diagnosis of dis­ 
ease. 
The X-ray is an example 
of scientific investigations of ap­ 
pearances under the surface of 
the b ody . 
As far b ack as 1892 attempts 
were made to trace the pulsations 
of the arteries and veins. In 1887 
it was discovered that the human 
heart when it contracts produces 
electrical currents. 
In 1903 a 
German named Einthoven intro­ 
duced a method of recording the 
passing of electrical currents de­ 
veloped b y the motion of the 
heart. The tracings made b y the 
apparatus developed for this pur­ 
pose are known as the electro­ 
cardiogram. 
By placing the contact wires 
on different portions of the b ody 
as, for example, on the right and 
left ba nd, the rig ht ha nd a nd the

left foot, and the right foot and 
left hand, and the chest, it is 
possib le to record the changes in 
potential caused b y the heart's 
b eat. 
These have b een analy zed in 
relationship to definite knowledge 
of the heart so that we now rec­ 
ognize a series of curves which 
represent a single b eat from a 
normal heart, including the con­ 
traction of the auricle and the 
contraction of the ventricles of 
the heart. 
If there are disturb ances of the 
normal rhy thm of the he a r t , 
changes take place in these waves 
which represent the b eat of a 
normal heart. 
Sometimes one of 
the waves will b e inverted, which 
indicates that the impulse toward 
the motion of the heart which 
should originate in one auricle 
has gone to another point. 
In 
same instances the waves change 
their character, and this the ex­ 
perts take as an indication that 
certain changes have taken place 
in the tissues of the heart. Al­ 
ready innumerab le modifications 
of the various waves have b een 
classified. 
Ob viously , it is most important 
to determine whether or not a 
patient has coronary thromb osis, 
which is a b locking of the small 
vessels in the heart, or whether 
he has infections o f the y a lv e* o r 


of the lining of the heart, or per­ 
haps changes in the muscles of 
the heart. 
These technics have 
b een of great assistance to spe­ 
cialists in diseases of the heart 
in finding out as soon as possib le 
that changes are occurring. 
If 
the changes can b e detected early , 
it is sometimes possib le to save 
life b y apply ing appropriate meas­ 
ures. 
The new electrical devices have 
not replaced the experience of the 
doctor who has seen many hun­ 
dreds of cases of heart disease 
or the ab ility of the individual 
doctor to use his ey es, his ears, 
his hands and his b rain in deter­ 
mining changes that have taken 
place in the heart. 
A doctor who looks at a patient 
with heart disease may teU some­ 
times b y the color of the patient 
and sometimes b y the b reathing 
that something is wrong. By the 
use of his hands and his ears he 
can outline the b orders of the 
heart and determine whether or 
not it has changed its size. He 
also counts the pulse and listens 
to various changes in the sounds 
which 
indicate that something • 
may b e wrong with the tissues 
concerned. 
The modern phy sician uses ev- 
ery possib le method in diagnoa- 
ing a condition and does not 
depend o n a ny sing le technic.
